Parliament allembled, taking into his Pꝛintely conſideration the ma- 
ny impoztant cauſes, and extraoꝛdinarp occaſions calling vpon him, 
land his people fo2 a ioynt and generall humiltation of all Eſtates of 
F2 | His Kingdome, befoze Almighty God in Pꝛayer and Faſting, aſwell 
ZY\| (02 aucrting this heauy Thiſitation of Plague and Pefſtlence,already be- 
gun and dangerouſly diſperſed in many parts of this Kingdome, as 
i alſo fo: dzawing downehis Bleſſing vpon his Maieſty and Hts people, 
5 land Armies both by Sea and Land, hath therefoze (accozding to the 
| Royalland laudable example of other godly Kings) by the aduice and 
aſſiſtance of his Pꝛelates and Biſhops , cauſed an Oꝛder o2 Direction fo? publique Pꝛaper and 
Faſting, tobeconceiued and publiſhedin Pꝛint, in a Booke foz this ſpeciall purpoſe,to be general 
iy obſerued and lolemnized, in humble hope and confidence, that when both Pzince and Prople 
together th:ough the whole Land,ſhaliopne in one common.t lolemne Deuotlon, offending vp 
their faithfull and repentant Pzayers to Almighty God at oneinſtantof time. the lame ſhall bee 
moꝛe auaileable to obiaine that mercte, Heipe and cointozt from him, which in the pzefent impoz- 
tant occaſions this Church and Common-Wwealth doe ſtand in neede of. 
His Mateſtie doeth therefoze by this pꝛeſent Pꝛotclamation ſtraitly charge and command, That 
a generall, pubitke, and ſolemne Faſt be kept and holden, as well by abſtinence from food, as by 
publike Pꝛapers, Pꝛeaching, and hearing ofthe Woꝛd of God, and other ſacred duties, accoꝛding 
to the direction of the ſaid Booke, in all collegiate and pariſh. Churches and Chappels within 
this Kingdome of England, and Dominion ok wales, vpon Wedneſday, the twenticth day ofthis ins 
ſtant moneth of luly , and from thencefoozth continued vpon the wedneſday of enery weeke fol- 
lowing, by the reuerend, religious, and deuout Aſſembly ofthe whole Congregation of ſuch of 
the Inhabitants in each ſeuerall place, as are freeandſafe from danger of Jufection, and may 
in euery Family be connentently ſpared; willing and requiring, alwell all Archbiſhops, and Bi⸗ 
hops, in their ſenerall Pzoutnces, and Dioteſſes, and all Parſons, Uicars and Eurats,within 
their ſeucrallPariſhes and Charges, as alſo all Maiozs,Sheriffes, Juſtices of Peace, and other 
Officers in their ſenerall places, limits, andiuriſdictions, reſpectiuely to take eſpetiall care, that 
this His Mateſties Royallcommandement be duly executed and obſerned : And that they them⸗ 
lelues be lights of good example to the reſt, And that all others in manner afoꝛeſaid, doe diligent⸗ 
ly and deuoutlyfollow and perfozme the ſame, as they tender their duties to Almighty God, and 
to their Pzince and Countrey , and will anſwere fo2 their pzophane, oz contemptuous neglect 
hereof at their vttermoſt perils. ä
